September 8. 


The zoologist-writer of The overloaded ark 
(Bookuist 49:365, Jl 15 53) and The Bafut 
beagles (Book.ist 51:125, N 15 54) continues 
to recount his animal-collecting adventures, 
this time in British Guiana. By dickering with 
helpful Amerindian natives and making per- 
sonal sorties into the interior with several 
companions and assorted guides he netted some 
500 specimens ranging from anacondas, squir- 
rel monkeys or sakiwinkis, and the rare pipa 
toad to Cuthbert the affectionate curassow and 
a full-grown anteater named Amos. As be- 
fore, the collector’s fortunes and misfortunes 
are blended with unusual zoological informa- 
tion and amusingly pointed characterizations 
of his associates, both human and animal.

Efficient Sophy, who was one of the author’s 
traveling companions in Forty plus and fancy 
free (Book.ist 50:193, Ja 15 54), is again one 
of the number as Emily gathers a group of 
old schoolmates for a similar jaunt, this time 
to New Orleans and the atmospheric Evange- 
line country. A vivacious combination of 
travelog, gourmet talk, and humor centering 
around feminine idiosyncrasies.

Dickens, Monica. The winds of heaven. 
Coward-McCann, $3.50. August 17. 


Incompetent and unintelligent, but unfailingly 
kind, widowed Louise Bickford does her anx- 
ious, blundering best to make herself useful 
to whichever of her three daughters is grudg- 
ingly sheltering her at the moment, but there 
seems to be no place where she is needed or 
wanted. At the nadir of her existence Louise 
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saves a grandchild’s life, and the resulting 
publicity emboldens an elderly diabetic to 
the proposal he had not dared to make earlier. 
The author’s famous grandfather would be at 
home with this modernized version of a 
typically Dickensian theme and treatment. 


Roy, Jules. The navigator. Knopf, $3. July 
26. 


Alfred Ripault, a Free French navigator with 
the Royal Air Force, was the sole survivor of 
a collision of bombers near his home base in 
England. In the days that followed he tried 
to get used to the feel of the earth under him 
and to come to terms with the huge and im- 
personal machinery of war. He was granted 
a short reprieve from combat, only to die in 
the air above a bombed city in Germany. Like 
Antoine de Saint-Exupéry, the novelist is 
aware of the beauty of night flying, and sal- 
vages the values of love and friendship out 
of the waste and horror of total war.

The editor has unfor- 
tunately chosen very brief excerpts and has 
relegated the source df the quotations to the 
back of the book. Nevertheless these reflec- 
tions by a Christian scholar and humanitarian 
will reward the efforts of non-Catholic as well 
as Catholic readers.

Although he has earned a reputation as a 
profound theologian, the author demonstrates 
in this small collection of sermons his ability 
to simplify the Christian message for the com- 
mon reader. Meditations for the most part 
on passages from the New Testament, these 
23 sermons were originally delivered to stu- 
dents at Union Theological Seminary and 
Connecticut College. They ponder the new 
being that Christian salvation brings in its 
threefold aspect of love, freedom, and fulfill- 
ment.

A code of parliamentary procedures useful 
for small, informal organizations. Besides 
presenting rules of order the book offers help- 
ful suggestions on forming a constitution, how 
to avoid infringement on the rights of either 
the minority or the majority, how to handle 
hecklers, and the preparation and administra- 
tion of a budget. Added reference features 
are examples of forms and documents, a 
glossary of parliamentary terms, and a well- 
organized index. Useful to both members and 
officers of the small organization.

divided on the extent and methods of com- 
mitment.

Some of these proceedings, dealing with such 


professional matters as testing, guidance, and 
remedial problems, are of concern only to 
educators. Others, which handle such topics 
as contemporary attitudes to freedom and 
education for international relations, deserve 
the attention of a wider lay audience.

A 
directory of accredited colleges, universities, 
and medical schools of the U.S. also gives 
statistics on size, type, staff, costs, facilities, 
and enrollment. Too general for some uses, 
and not always up to date, the book will be 
of supplementary rather than basic use in 
vocational collections.

The book is in 
four parts; the first gives the historical and 
theoretical background of group study, the 
second looks at social interaction from the 
perspective of the individual, the third con- 
siders the reciprocal relations of all the in- 
dividuals in the group, and the fourth con- 
tains an 82-page annotated index with its 
own topical index; the text itself is not in- 
dexed.

The conference members did not attempt to 
recommend detailed economic policies for the 
U.S., but explored conditions important to 
policy making, such as the economic poten- 
tials of the U.S., and the nation’s role in the 
world economy.

By judiciously se- 
lecting, condensing, and providing a running 
commentary, he has performed a noteworthy 
refresher course in recent history for readers 
without the time or patience to wade through 
the longer work.

and the national economies. Part two, sug- 
gesting the action to be taken, prescribes 
some new institutions to meet the economic 
realities of the latter half of the twentieth 
century. The book benefits from the pooled 
thinking of men who have served in top-level 
academic, industrial, and governmental posi- 
tions here and abroad, including William V. 
Elliott, who served as chairman of the study 
group.
